o n religio us faith. Its so -called 'Tights” are no t 
granted by any go v ernment. They are inalienable be­ 
cause they are giv en by the 
Creato r. 
President Eisenho wer go es 
to the ro o t o f the matter 
when he declares that o ur 
demo cracy “ do es no t make 
sense witho ut religio n.” 
Certainly , Geo rge Wash­ 
ingto n is no sanctimo nio us 
saint, interred in a sarco pha­ 
gus o f suffo cating v irtures. 
Yet in the mo st searching o f 
all the adv ice in the warn­ 
ing legacy he left is this ad­ 
mo nitio n: 
“ Of all 
the dispo sitio ns 
and habits which lead to po ­ 
litical 
pro sperity , 
religio n 
and mo rality are indispens­ 
able suppo rts. Let us with 
cautio n indulge the suppo si­ 
tio n that mo rality can be maintained witho ut religio n.” 
Our demo cracy will nev er be destro y ed by infiltrating 
Reds. 
It can be made to wither by neglected ro o ts. The 
surest way to cause the 
fair flo wer o f freedo m to fade 
is by cutting the ro o ts reaching into rich ancestral so il, 
in which they hav e been no urished and fro m which, fed 
by springs o f liv ing water, hav e co me their help and 
health. 
A cut flo wer is a do o med flo wer. Fo r a demo cracy 
which has fruits witho ut ro o ts the undertaker called 
Time is already at the do o r. 
In this frightening day it is dawning upo n America, 
in the glo w o f a new spiritual renaissance, that o nly 
religio us faith can undergird demo cracy , and that when 
this fades so me fo rm o f co erciv e to talitarianism will 
lift an almighty state into the v acant thro ne o f Go d. 
The titanic glo bal struggle o f to day is no t primarily 
a po wer co ntest between two po litical giants. The co n­ 
test is the hammer and sickle v ersus the spires. The 
difference is Go d. 
The So v iet blasphemy , fro m its v ery premise, is an 
assault o n the Go d to wrho m the spires po int. It is o ut 
to “ liberate” all peo ple fro m the fictio n o f religio n. 
The mo st o mino usly tragic thing in this day o f awe­ 
so me decisio n is that what wre label “ the West,” in spite 
o f its pro fessed belief in eternal spiritual v erities, has 
turned sc largely to false go ds and is under the ty ranny 
o f mere things. Fo r multitudes, the real religio n prac­ 
ticed is a mamo n-mad prio rity giv en to the accumulatio n 
o f material po ssessio ns. By a trusted spiritual leader 
o ur Western civ ilizatio n has been called "a fairly nasty 
mix ture o f cash and gadgets.” 
The ultimate truth abo ut this natio n “ under Go d” has 
nev er been mo re succinctly put than by Wo o dro w Wilso n 
in his Ro a d Awa y Fro m Revo lu tio n ,

E 
VERYTHING for which democracy atands is based 
on religious faith. Its so-called "rights” are not 
granted by any government. They are inalienable be­ 
cause they are given by the 
Creator. 
President Eisenhower goes 
to the root of the m atter 
when he declares th at our 
democracy "does not make 
sense without religion.” 
Certainly, George W ash­ 
ington is no sanctimonious 
saint, interred in a sarcopha­ 
gus of suffocating vlrtures. 
Yet in the most searching of 
all the advice in the w arn­ 
ing legacy he left is this ad­ 
monition: 
"Of all the dispositions 
and habits w’hich lead to po­ 
litical 
prosperity, 
religion 
and morality are indispens­ 
able supports. Let us with 
caution Indulge the supposi­ 
tion that morality can be maintained without religion.” 
Our democracy will never be destroyed by infiltrating 
Reds. It can be made to w ither by neglected roots. The 
surest w’ay to cause the fair flower of freedom to fade 
is by cutting the roots reaching into rich ancestral soil, 
in which they have been nourished and from which, fed 
by springs of living water, have come their help and 
health. 
A cut flower is a doomed flower. For a democracy 
which has fruits without roots the undertaker called 
Time is already at the door. 
In this frightening day it is dawning upon America, 
in the glow of a new spiritual renaissance, that only 
religious faith can undergird democracy, and that when 
this fades some form of coercive totalitarianism will 
lift an almighty state into the vacant throne of God. 
The titanic global struggle of today Is not prim arily 
a power contest between two political giants. The con­ 
test is the hammer and sickle versus the spires. The 
difference is God. 
The Soviet blasphemy, from its very premise, is an 
assault on the God to w’hom the spires point. It is out 
to "liberate” all people from the fiction of religion. 
The most ominously tragic thing in this day of awe­ 
some decision is that what we label "the West,” in spite 
of its professed belief in eternal spiritual verities, has 
turned so largely to false gods and is under the tyranny 
of mere things. For multitudes, the real religion prac­ 
ticed is a mamon-mad priority given to the accumulation 
of material possessions. By a trusted spiritual leader 
our W estern civilization has been called "a fairly nasty 
mixture of cash and gadgets.” 
The ultimate truth about this nation "under God” has 
never been more succinctly put than by Woodrow Wilson 
in his Road Away From Revolution, as he solemnly 
declared: 
"The sum of the whole m atter is this—that our civil­ 
ization cannot bu wive m aterially unless it is redeemed 
spiritually. Only . ’»<* ran discontent be driven 
and 
^11 the shadows lifted from the road'ahead.” 
The confident credo of our democracy as it fronts ag­ 
gressive regimentation, which regards man as a cog in 
an impersonal machine, is: I believe in God who is above 
the state. And the corollary to that is: I believe in the 
sacredness of every human personality. 
And so, 
“This, this is the marvel to mortals revealed, 
When the silvery trumpets of Christmas have pealed, 
That mankind are the children of God”

Abou t this time of the y ear, 
hav en t y ou had the y en to k now 
what the week before Christmas 
was lik e for the storek eep ers of 
old Rou ndtown — when ou r Cou rt­ 
hou se was in the middle of Cou rt 
and Main and the town’s circu lar 
p attern was still intact? 
Let’s see if we ca n p i e c e

Then, too, some of the or­ 
iginal states had been issu ing their 
own cu rrency , in p ou nds, shillings 
and p ence, which constantly flu c­ 
tu ated in v alu e in relation to ou r 
U. S. dollar. 
For ex amp le—we find in an old 
memorandu m, where it took 
8 
shillings of New York or North 
Carolina cu rrency to p ay for a

"W ay down upon th* Swanee rlver-plinkety-plunk- 
plink! 
In tho Deep South the banjo hat always been a 
part of tho musical folklore of that section of the country*

WETHERSFIELD, Conn.—The auditorium here holds 2.200 people. 
When a local banjo band auditions, the house is packed to the rafters 
Not once, but always. What does it mean ? Simply that the banjo is 
back. 
For nearly 25 years, the cheerful plinkety-plunk of the banjo has 
been strangely missing from American music. Now it’s back—its 
popularity sweeping the country in a musical heat-wave that is great­ 
er than the recent mambo madness. 
# 
For some unknown reason this long-necked instrument with a tajn- 
bourine-like body has again recaptured its place in the hearts of Amer­ 
icans, regardless of locale, age or color. No one knows exactly what 
happened, but the fact remains. 
Checking music stores in a dozen cities gives the same answer: folk 
are buying banjos as fast as deal­ 
ers put them on the shelves. 
In Portland, Ore., Harry feed­ 
ing, city editor of the Oregon 
Journal, recently dusted off his old 
banjo and started strumming it. 
He made a news item of the event, 
then found out that hundreds of 
his readers were doing the same 
thing. 
In Cambridge, Mass., students 
a t Harvard have formed numerous 
banjo groups, and in nearby Bos­ 
ton, MIT students are doing the 
same thing. 
In the theatrical 
world, stage and movie actor Kirk 
Douglas is an avid banjo fan. A 
stage production, now being read 
led, is entitled The Big Banjo. 
You guessed it—some 50 banjo 
players are used in the cast. 
• 
• 
• 
EVEN television has turned to 
the banjo, and radio commercials 
are suddenly full of banjo ditties. 
First in the long line of recorded 
tunes was Art Mooney’s I’m Look 
fag Over a Four-lea J Clover. 
The American Music Conference, 
which reports musical preferences 
over the nation, estimates that 
about 20 per cent of all the musi­ 
cal families rn America today have 
banjos. The new trend is even re­ 
flected In popular music, for ex­ 
ample, Man With the Banjo, Hey, 
Mr. Banjo, and Banjo’s Back in 
Town. Even a disinterested critic 
must admit that overnight Ameri­ 
ca is going plinkety-plunk. 
Both the four-stringed and the 
live-stringed instruments are seem­ 
ingly popular. The five-stringed in­ 
strument is plucked, while the 
tenor or four-stringed banjo is 
played with a plectrum or pick. 


THE FIVE-STRINGED instru­ 
ment, once called the American 
banjo, is native to this country. 
Most authorities agree that this 
distinctive instrument was brought 
from Africa to America by Ne­ 
groes, who probably first picked 
up the idea from the Arabians. 
One of thjs first mentions of the 
banjo in America was made by 


President Thomas Jefferson in his 
Notes on Virginia. He tells of an 
instrument the Negroes called the 
"banjar,” also known as the "ban­ 
ger” or “banga.” 
The 
American minstrel show 
really brought the banjo to nation­ 
al popularity, back in the 19th cen­ 
tury. 
These groups toured the 
land, from the big cities down to 
the whistle-stops and tank-towns. 
The banjo was part of the show. 
From minstrel time to ragtime 
and jazz was only a short hop and 
skip for the banjo. In the 1920s, 
the instrument began keping com­ 
pany 
with 
trumpets, 
clarinets, 
trombones and pianos. 
Three Dixieland jazz groups of 
national 
renown, 
the 
Dixieland 
Jazz 
Band, 
the 
New 
Orleans 
Rhythm Kings and the Wolver­ 
ines, made banjo history, both here 
and abroad. Later, such artists as 
Eddy Peabody toured the world, 
twanging a banjo. 


About this time of the year, 
haven t you had the yen to know 
what the week before Christmas 
was like for the storekeepers of 
old Roundtown — when our Court­ 
house was in the middle of Court 
and Main and the town’s circular 
pattern was still intact? 
Let’s see if we can p i e c e 
something together from facts 
found In old' newspapers and 
family records.

IT IS AN o ld jo ke th at the go vern m en t 
can give aw ay m an y thin gs but n o t rain ­ 
fall. Freedo m is safer as lo n g as go vern ­ 
m en ts do n o t po ssess this po wer. D ictato r­ 
ship co uld be m o re po werful than ever in 
the past if it had the secret o f den y in g o r 
supply in g life-givin g w ater. 
But Washin gto n is seekin g to disco ver 
w hat the po ten tialities o f artificial rain ­ 
m akin g m ay be. The Presiden t has an ad­ 
viso ry co m m ittee o n w eather co n tro l which 
will evaluate private effo rts to mo dify the 
w eather. Detailed mo n thly repo rts will be 
received fro m all rain m akers an d o ther 
w eather ex perim en ters. The go vern m en t 
will put to gether a fin al repo rt in 19 56. 
Theo retically , at least, seedin g clo uds 
m ay pro duce rain fall. But ex perim en ters 
are go in g bey o n d that. Way s are claim ed 
o f preven tin g rain fall when to o m uch has 
fallen . 
This o pen s the vista to a po ssible p attern 
o f “ the go vern m en t gives an d the go vern ­ 
m en t takes aw ay .” It is n o t difficult to 
im agin e citizen s o f a state that is “ w ro n g” 
po litically with their to n gues han gin g o 
u t 
un til they y ielded to the do m in an t po litical 
o rgan izatio n . The result wo uld be a cen tral 
go vern m en t with po wers derived n o t fro m 
the peo ple but fro m the whim s o f the go v­ 
ern m en t itself.

T hat the w o rker is en titled to his hire is 
an an cien t adage. To live, we m ust receive 
w ages acco rdin g to so me m easure. In the 
m o st difficult begin n in g o f the curren t cap­ 
italist era the law o f supply an d dem an d 
go vern ed w ages as it go vern ed all eco n o m­ 
ic pro cesses. An d a hard law it is. 
Y ears ago , I wro te o n this subject s ta t­ 
in g: “ The o n ly true m easure o f a w o rker’s 
w o rth is his perso n al p ro ductivity .” This 
is the gen eral pro cedure in all in dustries in 
which tim e studies are m ade to determ in e 
the sh are o f each w o rker in the pro ductio n 
o f a co m m o dity . 
T here m ay be IO o r IOO o r an y n um ber 
o f w o rkers to turn a screw o r a co ck o r a 
wheel befo re the po lished, fin ished pro duct, 
ap pears fo r sale. Each o n e gets a share o f 
the labo r co st. Ho wever, this rule is elastic 
because m in im um s have been set fo r ho ur­ 
ly w ages an d the labo r un io n s m ake their 
o wn tim e studies. 
In m ass pro ductio n in dustries, w h i c h 
m ay be regarded as semi-skilled, the w o rk­ 
er m o re usually sells his tim e than his abil­ 
ities. In highly -skilled in dustries, the w o rk­ 
er sells his ability an d train in g as well as 
his tim e. In un skilled in dustries, he sells 
o n ly tim e. It is a very co m plex pro cess fo r 
the determ in atio n o f a just wage. 
In the Un ited States, as in n o o th e r‘co un ­ 
try , the labo r co st o f a co m m o dity is its 
prin cipal co st, run n in g in vario us in dus­ 
tries fro m 60 to 80 percen t. This n o t o n ly 
m ean s that the price is determ in ed m o re by 
w ages than by an y o ther co st but also that 
the w ages are kept high to m ain tain a high 
purchasin g po wer. E very A m erican w o rk­ 
er is, in E uro pean o r Asiatic term s, in the 
bo urgeo isie ra th e r than in the pro letariat. 
A re a der wro te m e several y ears ago in 
reply to the abcrtre q uo tatio n : 
“In m y o pin io n , this sho uld read: 
T h e 
o n ly true m easure o f a w o rker’s wo rth is 
his perso n al n eed.’ I feel th at this is the 
o n ly C hristian w ay o f lo o kin g at a w o rker’s 
value to his em plo y er. . .” 
This is a M arx ist-Len in ist defin itio n o f 
w ages fo r the Co m m un ist perio d o f t h e 
revo lutio n which has n o t y et been achieved 
in So viet Russia. The o fficial “ Histo ry o f 
the Co m m un ist P a rty o f the So viet Un ­ 
io n ,” a bo o k which every m em b er o f the 
Co mmun ist P arty in the wo rld is req uired 
to read an d believe* has this to say o n the 
subject o f wages: 
“ The eco n o mic f o 
u n d a t i o 
n o f the 
U.S.S.R. is the So cialist sy stem o f the eco n ­ 
o my an d the So cialist o wn ership o f the 
m ean s o f pro ductio n . In the U.S.S.R. is 
realized the So cialist prin ciple: ‘Fro m each 
acco rdin g to his ability , to each acco rdin g 
to his w o rk.’ ” 
This is n o t Co m m un ism . U n der Co m m u­ 
n ism there wo uld be n o w ages but each 
wo uld be supplied acco rdin g to his n eeds. 
After n early 40 y ears, n o Co m m un ist eco n ­ 
o my has co me in to ex isten ce an y w here in 
the wo rld, n o t even in So viet Russia, be­ 
cause n o o n e can decide ho w to achieve dis­ 
tributio n acco rdin g to n eeds. W hat are 
n eeds? 
W hat are an y o n e’s n eeds? They are lim­ 
itless. As o n e develo ps his tastes, there 
can be n o en d to n eeds. I, fo r in stan ce, 
n eed n o t o n ly fo o d, clo thin g, shelter, but a 
do g, plen ty o f reco rds, travel an d abo ut ev­ 
ery thin g that two cen turies ago a kin g co uld 
n o t affo rd. If each is supplied acco rdin g to 
his n eeds, who can den y m e fresh caviar 
o n blin i with Liebfraum ilch as an appetiz- 
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“ Shhh."

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A POTENTIAL MENACE 
IT IS AN old joke that the government 
can give away many things but not rain­ 
fall. Freedom is safer as long as govern­ 
ments do not possess this power. Dictator­ 
ship could be more powerful than ever in 
the past if it had the secret of denying or 
supplying life-giving water. 
But Washington is seeking to discover 
what the potentialities of artificial rain­ 
making may be. The President has an ad­ 
visory committee on weather control which 
will evaluate private efforts to modify the 
weather. Detailed monthly reports will be 
received from all rain makers and other 
weather experimenters. The government 
will put together a final report in 1956. 
Theoretically, at least, seeding clouds 
may produce rainfall. But experimenters 
are going beyond that. Ways are claimed 
of preventing rainfall when too much has 
fallen. 
This opens the vista to a possible pattern 
of “the government gives and the govern­ 
ment takes away.” It is not difficult to 
imagine citizens of a state that is “wrong’* 
politically with their tongues hanging o u t 
until they yielded to the dominant political 
organization. The result would be a central 
government with powers derived not from 
the people but from the whims of the gov­ 
ernment itself. 


RED HOGWASH 
HISTORY revision by the Moscow reds 
has now been expanded to embrace fan­ 
tasy. 
They’re redoing Grimm’s Fairy 
Tales to persuade children Western cap­ 
italists are the villains. 
In the Grimm version Hansel and Gretel, 
poor children abandoned in the forest by a 
cruel stepmother, fell into the clutches of 
an old witch who fattened Hansel to eat 
him. Gretel lured her into a hot oven, 
locked the door and the old witch perished. 
The children escaped laden with riches 
from the witches hoard. They found their 
stepmother dead and they lived happily 
ever after. 
The communist version identifies Hansel 
and Gretel as children of hard-working col­ 
lective farm ers who wandered into t h e 
capitalist West and were seized by the wife 
of a greedy capitalist. She presented them 
to her husband as slave laborers. T h e y 
fled, pursued by the capitalists. Just as 
they were about to be captured, they were 
saved by red border guards. 
Russian propagandists must strive to 
present the appearance of being busy to 
escape the firing squad, no doubt. But evi­ 
dence is mounting that they are close to 
the end of their imaginative resources. 


FOLLANSBEE SPIRIT 
FOLLANSBEE, W. VA., like many an­ 
other community, was face to face with a 
crisis but fought back. Perhaps the fact 
that extinction of the town was threatened 
was what spurred the populace into action. 
The town’s steel mill, which provided em­ 
ployment for 1,000 men and was the town’s 
main reason for existence, had been sold 
and was to be dismantled and moved to 
Alabama. 
En masse, the town’s inhabitants stood 
up and yelled—and went to court. The re­ 
sult was that a new buyer was found who 
has agreed to operate the plant for three 
years.

George E. Sokolsky’a 
These Days 


That the worker is entitled to his hire is 
an ancient adage. To live, we must receive 
wages according to some measure. In the 
most difficult beginning of the current cap­ 
italist era the law of supply and demand 
governed wages as it governed all econom­ 
ic processes. And a hard law it is. 
Years ago, I wrote on this subject stat­ 
ing: “The only true measure of a worker’s 
worth is his personal productivity.” This 
is the general procedure in all industries in 
which time studies are made to determine 
the share of each worker in the production 
of a commodity. 
There may be IO or IOO or any number 
of workers to turn a screw or a cock or a 
wheel before the polished, finished product, 
appears for sale. Each one gets a share of 
the labor cost. However, this rule is elastic 
because minimums have been set for hour­ 
ly wages and the labor unions make their 
own time studies. 
In mass production industries, w h i c h 
may be regarded as semi-skilled, the work­ 
er more usually sells his time than his abil­ 
ities. In highly-skilled industries, the work- 
; er sells his ability and training as well as 
his time. In unskilled industries, he sells 
only time. It is a very complex process for 
the determination of a just wage. 
In the United States, as in no other'coun­ 
try, the labor cost of a commodity is its 
principal cost, running in various indus­ 
tries from 60 to 80 percent. This not only 
means that the price is determined more by 
wages than by any other cost but also that 
the wages are kept high to maintain a high 
purchasing power. Every American work­ 
er is, in European or Asiatic terms, in the 
bourgeoisie rather than in the proletariat. 
A reader wrote me several years ago in 
reply to the ahorse quotation: 
“In my opinion, this should read: 
‘The 
only true measure of a worker’s worth is 
his personal need.’ I feel that this is the 
only Christian way of looking at a worker’s 
value to his employer. . .” 
This is a Marxist-Leninist definition of 
wages for the Communist period of t h e 
revolution which has not yet been achieved 
in Soviet Russia. The official “History of 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Un­ 
ion,” a book which every member of the 
Communist Party in the world is required 
to read and believe^ has this to say on the 
subject of wages: 
“The economic f o u n d a t i o n of the 
U.S.S.R. is the Socialist system of the econ­ 
omy and the Socialist ownership of the 
means of production. In the U.S.S.R. is 
realized the Socialist principle: ‘From each 
according to his ability, to each according 
to his work.’ ” 
This is not Communism. Under Commu­ 
nism there would be no wages but each 
would be supplied according to his needs. 
After nearly 40 years, no Communist econ­ 
omy has come into existence anywhere in 
the world, not even in Soviet Russia, be­ 
cause no one can decide how to achieve dis­ 
tribution according to needs. What are 
needs? 
What are anyone’s needs? They are lim­ 
itless. As one develops his tastes, there 
can be no end to needs. I, for instance, 
need not only food, clothing, shelter, but a 
dog, plenty of records, travel and about ev­ 
erything that two centuries ago a king could 
not afford. If each is supplied according to 
his needs, who can deny me fresh caviar 
on blini with Liebfraumilch as an appetiz­ 
er? And if all of us ate caviar, w o u l d 
there be enough sturgeon to go around?

These names mean 
little to you, but you will be inter­ 
ested in w hat the substances do. 
Since they are water-binding, 
absorbent and demulcent, they 
form a gelatinous mass which is 
soothing to the inflamed areas, 
lessens discomfort and hastens 
recovery. 
The carob flour also controls 
dehydration. 
Specific Medication 
In mild cases of diarrhea, this 
may do the trick alone. In more 
severe cases, It may be used in 


conjunction with specific m edi­ 
cation ordered by your doctor. 
The powder Is simple to take, 
does not Interfere with appetites 
and Is free from side reactions. 
For infants, you can mix 2 to 4 
level teasp o o n fu ls to 4 flu id 
ounces of water or skim milk and 
feed in place of the regular for­ 
mula for the first 24 to 48 hours. 
For children and adults, stir I 
to 2 level tablespoonfuls into one- 
half glass of water or milk and 
repeat in three to four hours.

Frank J. Lausche approved the 
proposal along with others made 
by Dr. Porterfield. 
The n e w 
reform atory,

build, would house about 1,500 in­ 
mates.

A Circleville girl, holding Ohio 
•tate honors in the 4-H canning 
program for 1955, told today how 
her participation in the national 
4-H Club Congress this year made 
a long-held dream come true. 
The account was written by 
Miss Zoe Dell Riggin of 214 
W. Corwin St., one of the 29 4-H 
members who represented th e 
Buckeye State at the national 
gathering. During the last two of 
her eight years in 4-H club activ­ 
ity, Miss Riggin canned 188 jars 
of fruits and vegetables, winning 
first place each year. 
She has been president, secre­ 
tary and junior leader of her club, 
led by W. D. Purdin. 
Reflecting the keen interest of 
all 4-H members in their work, and 
stressing in particular the friendly 
atmosphere that 
added 
to the 
thrills of the national rally, Miss 
Riggin wrote about “The Time of 
My Life” as follows: 


In the years to come I have 
a true fairy storm dream to tell 
my children and grandchildren. 
The story is about my trip to 
the 1955 National 4-H Club Con­ 
gress to Chicago, November 26 
to December 2. 
I had fond hopes and worked to­ 
ward this goal when I first joined 
a club eight years ago. My hopes 
Were realized when I was notified 
that I had won state honors and 
would receive a trip, expenses paid, 
to Chicago. 
My dream truly began when I 
boarded the train in Columbus 
with a special coach for 4-H’ers of 
Ohio. This made it possible to be­ 
come well acquainted before we 
reached Chicago. This was my first 
real trip to a really large c i t y 
which provided a week of unending 
excitement and inspiration.

WE WENT directly to the Con­ 
rad Hilton Hotel which is the larg­ 
est and friendliest in the world. 
When I stepped into the hotel it 
was like being in fairyland. The 
beauty and immensity of the grand 
ball room, dressed in aqua velvet 
and gold with huge magnificent 


chandeliers, 
was breath taking. 
During the soul inspiring church 
services 
held 
In this beautiful 
room on Sunday morning, I felt so 
proud, yet humble, to be one of 
the 1,200 (or more) boys and girls 
gathered to represent more than 
2,100,000 4-H members in the Unit­ 
ed States, Alaska, Hawaii, and 
Puerto Rica. 
Here was some of the “cream 
of the crop” of youth, with all de­ 
nominations represented, worship­ 
ping together. 
When we 
sang 
America and the spot light was on 
our beautiful American flag, I felt 
as never before there must be free­ 
dom for the world. 
The same day in the afternoon, 
Dr. Bradley spoke to us and he 
gave the best address I have ever 
heard. He gave us much food for 
thought and responsibility when he 
left us with the words, “The Fu­ 
ture Is Yours, Do Not Destroy It”. 
Everything planned for us was 
a “high spot”. It was simply 
magic that a city as large as 
Chicago, which plays host to the 
most famous people the world 
over, would radiate such hos­ 
pitality and treat we girls a n d 
boys like visiting royalty. 
It was a great satisfaction to 
have men as famous as Thomas 
E. Wilson, and many others, to 
take time to entertain and talk to 
us. They left us with the feeling we 
were wanted and needed now and 
in years to come. These g r e a t 
people look forward to 4-H Con­ 
gress as a high light each year. 
I wras very impressed by the 
friendliness of all donor represen­ 
tatives, celebrities who entertained 
us, directors and employees of the 
hotel and by the citizens of Chi­ 
cago. Those who planned our en­ 
tertainment paid us a high compli­ 
ment when they arranged for us to 
hear a concert by the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra. I truly ap­ 
preciated hearing such great ar­ 
tists.
